A number of insects aul the farmer wad 
gardener in keeping the greatest of po­ 
tato pests, the Colorado beetle, in check. 
Lady-bugs, or “lady-birds,” in their lar­ 
val state are among the most effective 
enemies of the “potato bug.” doing val­ 
uable service in dt stroying both eggs 
and larva?. 
The mature lady-bugs are 
red, pink or bright color, with small 
black dots, and should be known and 
protected by all farmers. 
Some of the tiger beetles do a good 
work against the potato beetle. 
The 
Lydella doryphora is an internal para­ 
site, closely resembling a common fly, 
and is one of the most effective destroy­ 
ers of the Colorado beetle. 
The female 
fly attaches a single egg to the l>ody of 
the potato larva. 
The small, footless 
maggot soon hatches, burrows into the 
body of its victim, and finally destroys 
it. 
This fly may be seen buzzing about 
in the summer, and at times it is so 
abundant in potato fields as to remind 
one of a swarm of l>ees. 
A species of mite (Uropoda Ameri­ 
cana) attacks the beetle, and sometimes 
so covers its host that no part of the 
beetle is visible. This external parasite 
is about the size of a small pin-head, 
and is yellowish brown. 
Several b ird s feed uj>on the potato 
beetle, among which is the too much 
persecuted crow'. 
This sable bird will 
even dig into the earth for the hibernat­ 
ing individuals. 
The services of the 
common quail are underrated in this 
respect. 
The rose-1)roasted grosbeak 
bas a fondness for the potato beetle, 
and does much good by feeding upon 
it. 
Ducks and chickens have learned 
to eat the larva?, and some fowls have 
overcome the native dislike for the 
mature insect. 
Thirty or forty perfect 
beetles have been found in a chicken’s 
crop. 
Among the quadrupeds the skunk 
sometimes eats the potato beetle, while 
the common toad and black snake feed 
freely upon this pest of the farm. 
The various ]>©isons employed, among 
which T ans green and London pnrple 
take the lead, are effective and easily 
applied; but every precaution should be 
taken to favor the natural enemies, and 
thu 3 help to so adjust the system of 


n a tu r e that it will favor the healthful 
growth of all farm and garden crops. 
Spare the insect and other enemies of 
the i>otato beetle, and there will he less 
need of applying dangerous arsenical 
compounds. — A merit'd ii Agr leu H u t 1st.

It is only localise at a 
certain point the newspaper ceases to 
be a mere peddler’s cart for the pm* 
chase and sale of goods, and become! 
an influence, that merchants and minis­ 
ters, lawyers and legislators, and indeed 
every citizen of the country, pays heed 
to the imperious and arrogant demands 
of our trilrt*. 
What would you say cl 
your grocer if he should rouse you at 
midnight and hold you shivering iu 
your nightclothes at an open door for 
an hour to ask if you know w here ha 
conl i secure a good article in butter 
and eggs? 
Yet the reporter will do 
this in tlie name of journalism, and tho 
victim admits the wisdom of compliance.

Its bright colors and 
curious shade suggest a coincidence in 
taste with Mexican and Peruvian Indi­ 
ans. 
Tin* squaws are exceptionally 
pretty and petite. 
They are lighter in 
color than the braves, and are very coy 
I and modest in the presence of a white 
I man, probably because they seldom see 
j them. They wear two garments, a short 
j calico skirt and a very contracted jack- 
ct. 
They wear all sorts of ornaments, al- 
j ligator teeth, curious bones, wild hogs’ 
teeth, and cheap jewelry, which the 
brave purchases in the town before ho 
I egins drinking. 
Like all the Indian 
women they do nearly all the drudgery, 
but tlie braves are generally kind to 
them.

She and the surviving brother 
mourned so much 
that 
they were 
turned into birds; he cries out*to the 
lost brother by night gion, (Jion, awd 
she by day, ku kit, ku kit, which means 
“ Where are you?” 
The cuckoo, says 
the Bohemian legend, once had a crown 
on her hea l, till at a wedding among 
the birds, at which the hoopoe was 
bridegroom, she lent it and has never 
been able to get it back. 
He is always 
crying, out k u k u , which means “Y’ou 
rascal,” to which the other replies, jdu, 
jd u , “I come, I come,” but comes not. 
The Bohemians also take the cuckoo for 
an enchanted miller or baker. 
Tho 
latter is a more enchanting story, as be­ 
ing either of post-Christian origin, or 
else a pagan memory transferred, as so 
often happened, into a Christian dress. 
Christ, passing one day a baker’s shop, 
sent one of His disciples in to ask for 
some new bread. 
The baker refused to 
give it, but his wife and six daughters, 
who 
were 
compassionate, delivered 
some secretly to the disciple. 
In re­ 
ward they were placed among the stars, 
as the Pleiades; but the baker was 
turned into a cuckoo, and it confirm* 
this story that his cry is heard as long as 
those si1 veil stars are visible in the sky. 
In Poland long ago it w-as a capital 
crime to kill a cuckoo.

reason was that Zywiec, who in old 
Slavonic mythology was ‘he ruler of

It constipates, locks the whole powers 
up, so to speak, so that natural action 
is impossible. 
It produces general dis­ 
order in the system, including costive­ 
ness. which is relieved by physic, which 
as certainly aggravates the difficulty, 
growing worse and worse by each ap­ 
plication. 
(How long will it take to re­ 
cover at that rate?) 
But what shall be given?

pends on what is the disturbance, 
If 
the babe is wakeful from pain in tho 
stomach, let that organ rest for a time. 
If there is a pain in the Ivowels, give an 
injection of warm water. If it is hungry, 
and you are sure, very sure, of it—which 
may 
Ive doubtful, 
as 
cliildren 
cry 
from pain as well as hunger—nurse it. 
Remove the cause of unrest, but do not 
stupefy a babe just for the purpose of 
having quiet, a chance to work. 
It is 
better for the mother to sleep. 
If tho 
halve has common sense, it need not 
sleep all of the time. 
It has a right to 
play and look about a part of the time 
as well as adults.—Dr. J. II.

P r e s e r v i n g e g g s . 
Several ways of preserving eggs are 
practiced. 
The object is to prevent 
evaporation from the egg. 
Cutting off 
the air from the contents of the egg 
preserves them longer than will any 
other treatment. 
An egg which ha.! 
lain in bran even for a few days will 
smell and taste musty. 
Packed in limo 
eggs will be stained. 
Covered with a 
coat of spirit varnish eggs have kept so 
perfectly that after the lapse of two 
years chickens were hatched from them. 
A good egg will sink in a body of 
w ater; if stale, a body of air inside the 
shell will frequently cause it t-o float. 
When boiled a fresh egg will adhere to 
the shell, which will have a rough ex­ 
terior; if sta le, the outside wiR bo 
smooth and glassy. 
Looking through a paper tube di­ 
rected toward the light an egg held 
to the end of the tube will appear 
translucent if fresh; but if stale it will 
be dark—almost opaque. 
Spirit varnish for preserving eggs is 
made by dissolving 
gum shellac in 
enough alcohol to make a thin varnish. 
Coat each egg with this and pack, little 
end down, so that they cannet move, 
in bran, sawdust, or sand; the sand is 
best. 
Whatever is used for packing 
should Ive clean and dry. 
For preserv­ 
ing in lime a pickle is made of the best 
stone lime, fine, clean salt and water 
enough to make a strong brine, usually 
sixty or sixtv-five gallons of water, six 
or eight quarts of salt, and a bushel of 
lime are used. 
The lime should Ive 
slacked w itll a portion of the water, tho 
salt and remainder of the water is then 
added. 
Stir at intervals, and when tho 
pickle is cold and the sediment ha3 
settled dip or draw the liquid off into 
the cask in which the eggs are to be 
preserved. 
When only a few egg- arc 
to be pickled a stone jar will answer.

A number of insects aid the farmer aud 
gardener in keeping the greatest of po­ 
tato pests, the Colorado beetle, in check. 
Lady-bugs, or “lady-birds,” in tlieir lar­ 
val state are among the most effective 
enemies of the “potato bug,” doing val­ 
uable service in destroying both eggs 
and larva?. 
The mature lady-bugs are 
red, pink or bright color, with small 
black dots, and should be known and 
protected by all farmers. 
Some of the tiger beetles do a good 
work against the potato beetle. 
The 
Lydella dorvpliora is an internal para­ 
site, closely resembling a common fly, 
and is one of the most effective destroy­ 
ers of the Colorado beetle. 
The female 
fly attaches a single egg to the body of 
the potato larva. 
The small, footless 
maggot soon hatches, burrows into the 
body of its victim, and Anally destroys 
it. 
This fly maybe seen buzzing about 
in the summer, and at times it is so 
abundant in potato lields as to remind 
one of a swarm of bees. 
A species of mite (Uropoda Ameri­ 
cana) attacks tin? beetle, and sometimes 
so covers its host that no part of the 
beetle is visible. This external parasite 
is about the size of a small pin-head, 
and is yellowish brown. 
Several birds feed upon the potato 
beetle, among which is the too much 
persecuted crow. 
This sable bird will 
even dig into the eartli for the hibernat­ 
ing individuals. 
The services of the 
common quail are underrated in this 
respect. 
The rose-breasted grosbeak 
has a fondness for the potato beetle, 
and does much good by feeding upon 
it. 
Ducks and chickens have learned 
to eat the larva*, and some fowls have 
overcome the native dislike for the 
mature insect. 
Thirty or forty perfect 
beetles have been found in a chicken’s 
crop. 
Among the quadrupeds the skunk 
sometimes eats the potato beetle, while 
the common toad and black snake feed 
freely upon this pest of the farm. 
The various poisons employed, among 
which Paris green and London purple 
take the lead, are effective and easily 
applied; but every precaution should be 
taken to favor the natural enemies, and 
thus help to so adjust the system of 
nature that it will favor the healthful 
growth of all farm and garden crops. 
Spare the insect and other enemies of 
the potato beetle, and there will be less 
need of applying dangerous arsenical 
compounds.— American Agriculturist.

T I I E E D T T O R 'S R E S P O N S I B I L I T Y. 
At best, and in the last analysis, an, 
editor’s duty to his fellow-m en, like his 
* 
duty to his Maker, must be left very 
largely to his own sense of the proprie­ 
ties, and to his own conscience. 
A few 
general rules of conduct are* acceptable, 
and have the governing force of com­ 
mon observance*. 
His responsibilities 
are commensurate with liis influence. 
And this is a re mark which I cannot 
emphasize too forcibly. 
It is a featuro 
of the* newspaper business which I fool 
is too lightly appreciated. 
So long as 
it suits our purp s< s, or when reminded 
of this responsibility, we are* accustomed 
to throw' ourselv. s back upon the theory 
that we are’ simply engage d in a private 
business, the* sole object of which is 
money-making. This is not true, and our 
own practices show that w'e do not rec- 
ogniz > it as true. 
If it were true, if wo 
were* simply trade men and nothing 
mo , how many, think you, of all tho 
extraordinary special privileges which 
the people now' accord to us woulel we 
be* forced to surrender? As mere mark- 
etnit n, how long sliou’d we be permit- 
ted to assume the ro’e of licensed Jack 
Sheppards ard cry “halt and deliver'’ 
to every man, great and small, who hap­ 
pens t » have news which we require? 
How* long should we be suffered to go 
anywhere, do anything, invade all sanc­ 
tuaries and outrage all proprieties in 
the name of our profession? 
How soon 
would the words “The Press" cease to 
be an “open, sesame!” in every depart 
ment of life? It is only because at a 
certain point the newspaper ceases to 
be a mere peddler's cart for the pui- 
chase and sale of goods, and becomes 
an influence, that merchants and minis­ 
ters, lawyers and legislators, and indeed 
every citizen of the country, pays heed 
to the imperious and arrogant demands 
of our tril*?. 
"What w ould you say ol 
your grocer if he should rouse you at 
midnight and hold you shivering in 
your nightclothes at an open door for 
an hour to ask if you knew where ha 
coul l secure a good article in butter 
and eggs? 
Yet the reporter will do 
this in the liamp of journalism, and tho 
victim admits the wisdom of compliance. 
And you and I, and every editor in all 
this land, exact these privileges in 
greater or less degree, and every time 
we do it we proclaim ourselves some­ 
thing more than mere tradesmen. 
Now, in common fairness, if not in 
ethics, are we not hound to recognize 
the responsibilities growing out of this 
position of influence and power which 
we occupy? 
Is it fair, or ju*t, or de­ 
cent, that this dear public, which has 
proved so willing and abject a slave, 
should receive no consideration at our 
hands? Shall we treat it as if it liad no 
rights we were at all bound to respect, 
no privacies which we might not ruth­ 
lessly disturb, no hard-earned charac­ 
ters which we might not wantonly 
blast, no blushing innocence resting 
securely within the sacred walls of 
home which we might not taint and 
poison w ith the indecency and obscen­ 
ity of the brothel? 
I tell you I had 
rather take my presses and pitch them 
into I uke Michigan, and go begging all 
my days,than to stain my soul with such 
an abuse of power. 
Let us have fear­ 
less journalism, let us attack and con­ 
demn and expose wrong-doing, let us 
call a spade a spade. 
I have no faith in 
Horace Greeley’s assertion that person­ 
alities are the bane of American jour­ 
nalism.

tional journalism, journalism in keeping 
with the spirit of our times and our 
people—nineteenth centu y, lightning 
fed and lightning printed journalism, a 
journalism nerved to the big:test pitch. 
That w'hicli I do not believe in is care­ 
less, reel less, impel tinent and nasty 
journa ism. 
It is a reproach to our pro- 
f ssion and a curse to the country. And 
there is n great deal too much of it. 
T ere are too many men in the news- 
paper business who disregard Davy 
Crockett’s motto “Be sure you are right 
iutd fh n go ahead." 
Having the pow­ 


er to do about as they please, and fully 
conscious of their power, they jump to 
conclusions and cut and slash with little 
care as to wdietlicr their assault is just 
or unjust, and utterly heedless as to tho 
consequences. 
The atrocity of tliis 
act, if the iron has entered the soul of 
an innocent man, is immeasurable. Tho 
man who lias done it is a cow’ard and a 
wretch. 
But the chances are. if he 
finds he lias made a mistake, he will 
still take refuge in the omnipotence of 
his profession, and refuse to make fair 
and manly reparation. An editor worthy 
of his position feels that his business 
is at best fraught with great and con­ 
stantly recurring danger of doing peo­ 
ple injustice, and,if convinced of his er­ 
ror, he is only too anxious to make 
amend. 
I never see a frank and ample 
apology in a newspaper that I do not 
honor its editor. 
I know it is said that 
this phase of journalism is inseparable 
from the hasty methods now adopted 
for news gathering. 
It is not true. 
YY e may admit that there is more lia* 
bility to do injustice than formerly, but 
it is not the unavoidable, but the avoid­ 
able, against which the public very 
rightly protest.—Melville E. Stone of 
the Michigan Editors.

The dress of a brave is a 
breech clout and an ordinary calico or 
check shirt. 
Their head-gear is won­ 
derfully picturesque. 
A brightly col­ 
ored shawl is carefully folded and 
pressed out flat, and then coiled into a 
turban a foot or more in diameter. 
Fancy feathers and other ornaments are 
placed m the turban, which is worn 
like a Turk’s. 
Its bright colors and 
curious shade suggest a coincidence in 
taste with Mexican and Peruvian Indi­ 
ans. 
The squaws are exceptionally 
pretty and petite. 
They are lighter in 
color than the braves, and are very coy 
and modest in the presence of a white 
man, probably because they seldom seo 
them. They wear two garments, a short 
calico skirt and a very contracted jack­ 
et. 
They wear all sorts of ornaments, al­ 
ligator teeth, curious bones, wild hogs’ 
teeth, and cheap jew elry, -which the 
brave purchases in the town before ho 
begins drinking. 
Like all the Indian 
women they do nearly all the drudgery, 
but the braves are generally kind to 
them. 
The children are delicate-look- 
ing little tilings, but the papposes are 
really beautiful babies. 
These Indians 
go from plac•* to place in a cypress dug- 
out, which is wider than the regular In­ 
dian canoe, and which they usually row 
instead of pole, owing to the fact that 
the water in this country is deep. They 
are very expert in using the oar- 
They do not do away with the pole en­ 
tirely, however. 
An Indian in the bow 
of the boat row's one oar, and another 
sits in the stern with a pole, -with which 
he rows and steers.

Webster, who sat 
at the feet of Hamilton and Marshall as 
a reverent worshiper, while lacking 
the learning and versatility of the 
former and the lc?gal lore and marvel­ 
ous intellectual acuteness of the latter, 
in a certain mountain-like massiveness 
of intellect surpassed perhaps all mod­ 
ern men. 
It is safe to predict that the 
future student of 
American history 
will honor still more his country’s 
greatest statesi mn, greatest jurist and 
grandest orator. —Gath.

The cuckoo, says 
the Bohemian legend, once had a crowm 
on her head, till at a wedding among 
the birds, at which the hoopoe was 
bridegroom, she lent it and has never 
been able to get it back. 
H«* is always 
crving.out k u k u , which means “You 
rascal,” to which the other replies, j(7m, 
jd n t “I come. I come,” but comes not. 
The Bohemians also take the cuckoo for 
an enchanted miller or baker. 
Tho 
latte? is a more enchanting story, as be­ 
ing either of post-Christian origin, or 
else a pagan memory transferred, as so 
often happened, into a Christian dress. 
Christ, passing one day a baker’s shop, 
sent one of His disciples in to ask for 
some new bread. 
The baker refused to 
give it, but his wife and six daughters, 
who 
were 
compassionate, delivered 
some secretly to the disciple. 
In re­ 
ward they were placed among the stars, 
as the Pleiades; but the baker was 
turned into a cuckoo, and it confirms 
this storv that his cry is heard as long as 
thos ■ seven stars are visible in the sky. 
In Poland long ago it was a capital 
crime to kill a cuckoo. 
The apparent 
reason was that Zywiec, who in old 
Slavonic mythology was the ruler of 
the universe, used to change himself 
las Zeus once did and Indra too; into a 
cuckoo, in order to announce to mortals 
the number of years they had to live; a 
belief so real that multitudes used 
to 
flock 
every May 
to 
Zywiec’s 
temple, on the mountain 
that was 
called after his name, to pray for long 
life and prosperous health. 
To this 
day it is a common article of folk-lore 
belief that bo many years yet remain to 
a man of life as he hears tho cuckoo's 
voice for the first time in the spring. 
And a monkish historian has haDied 
down, for the edification of posterity, 
the story of the worldly-minded brother 
who, t;red of the monotony of convent 
life, resolved to ask of the cuckoo the 
number of years yet allotted him to 
live. 
The bird having said twenty-two, 
the monk resolved to devote himself 
for a season to the pleasures of this 
world and yet have time before him to 
prepare for the next; but. alas! the 
bird was a heathenish and therefore a 
fids.' oracle to listen to, and death sur­

The sleep supposed to be ob­ 
tained is not sleep, but stupor, which 
must so “unstring the nerves” as to in­ 
crease the irritability and wakefulness. 
It constipates, locks the whole powers 
up, so to speak, so that natural action 
is impossible. 
It produces general dis­ 
order in the system, including costive­ 
ness. which is relieved by physic, which 
as certainly aggravates the difficulty, 
growing worse and worse by each ap­ 
plication. 
(How' long will it take to re­ 
cover at that rate?)

That de­ 
pends on what is the disturbance. 
If 
the babe is wakeful from pain in tho 
stomach, let that organ rest for a time.

P R E S E R V I N G E G G S . 
Several ways of preserving eggs are 
practiced. 
The object is to prevent 
evaporation from the egg. 
Cutting oil 
the air from the contents of the egg 
preserves them longer than w'ill any 
other treatment. 
An egg which ha.l 
lain in bran even for a few days will 
smell and taste musty. 
Packed in lima 
eggs will be stained. 
Covered with a 
coat of spirit varnish eggs have kept so 
perfectly that after the lapse of two 
years chickens w ere hatched from them. 
A good egg will sink in a body of 
water; if stale, a body of air inside tha 
shell will frequently cause it to float. 
When boiled a fresh egg will adhere to 
the shell, which will have a rough ex­ 
terior; if stale, the outside will bo ! 
smooth and glassy. 
Looking through a paper tube di­ 
rected toward the light an egg held 
to the end of the tube will appear j 
translucent if fresh; but if stale it will 
be dark—almost opaque. 
Sj>irit varnish for preserving eggs ia 
made by dissolving 
gum shellac in 
enough alcohol to make a thin varnish. 
Coat each egg with this and pack, little 
end down, so that they cannot move, 
in bran, sawdust, or sand; the sand ia 
best. 
YVhatever is used for packing 
should l>e clean and dry. 
For preserv­ 
ing in lime a pickle is made of the best 
stone lime, fine, clean salt and water 
enough to make a stroDg brine, usually 
sixty or sixty-five gallons of water, six 
or eight quarts of salt, and a bushel of 
lime are used. 
The lime should 1>q 
slacked with a jx>rtion of the water, tho 
salt and remainder of the water is then 
added. 
Stir at intervals, and when tho 
pickle is cold and the sediment has 
settled dip or draw the liquid off into 
the cask in which the eggs are to be 
preserved. 
When only a few egg- aro 
to be pickled a stone jar will answer.

The following, from one of our ex­ 
changes, so fully and clearly expresses 
our views on the subject, that we copy 
it without comment: “Y'ou have an un­ 
doubted right to stop a newspaper 
when you feel disposed, upon the pay­ 
ment of all a r r e a r a g e T o not hesi­ 
tate to do so on account of ‘ tenderness 
for the editor. 
Don’t you suppose ho 
would stop buying sugar of you, or 
meat, clothing or dry goods, etc., if he 
thought he was not getting his money’s 
worth, and why should you not exereiso 
the same privilege with him? 
And 
when you discontinue a paper, do so 
manfully. 
Don’t be so spiteful as to 
throw it back to the Postmaster with a 
contemptuous ‘ I don’t want it any lon­ 
ger!’ and have 4 refused’ written on the 
margin, and have the paper returned 
to the editor. 
No 
gentleman ever 
stopped it in that way, no matter if his 
head is covered with gray hairs that 
should be honorable. 
If you do not 
longer wish to receive a newspaper, 
write a note to the editor like a man, 
saying so- and l»e sure that arrearages 
are paid. 
This is the way to stop a 
newspaper.**

A gentleman who was present at 
the time of the find, informed the 
Times reporter, that the skull was 
broken on the back of the head, 
and expressed the opinion that the 
man was a stranger in the city and 
while going down on the dock to

erty. 
The inhabitants are about 
26,000 in number, are distinguish­ 
ed by a peculiar dialect and figure 
and are engaged chiefly in tillage 
and fishing. 
Casamiccola 
is located at the 
foot of Mount Eponilo, near Naples 
and had a population 
of about 
5,000. 
It was famed throughout 
Italy for its thermal springs and 
baths. 
Foria is a seaport town pn 
the western coast <*f Ischia, with a 
population of about 6,000 and has 
mineral baths which are much re­ 
sorted to. 
The town of Ischia is the chief 
town upon the Island, having a 
population of 6,500. 
It is the seat 
of a bishop, and has an old castle 
of the fifteenth century. 
Lacco is located in the north­ 
western part of the island, and has 
a population of 2,000. 
The other towns upou the island 
are Paisza and Moropano. 


A FRIGHTFUL EARTHQUAKE. 


Foar Italian T&wns are Swallower* by 
Earthquake- Three Thousand 
Lives Lost. 


N 
a p l e s , July 31.— The town of 
Casamicciola, near Naples, was al­ 
most 
entirely destroyed 
by an 
earthquake on Saturday night. The 
neighboring towns of Florio and 
Laceeameno were greatly damaged. 
It is impossible to give the num­ 
ber of dead at Cassmicciola. 
In 
the latest account the number is 
estimated at 3,000. 
The centre of 
the shock was the same as that 
two years ago, but the radius wider. 
The shock was felt at sea, accord­ 
ing 
to 
some accounts 
even at 
Naples. 
Prof. Palmicris, director <4 the 
meteorological observatory at Mt. 
Vesuvius, states that the disaster 
on Iceond Ischia Saturday night 
was not due to an earthquake but 
to a subsidence of the ground. The 
scenes here occasioned by the ac­ 
cident are heartrending. 
The hos­ 
pitals 
are 
surrounded 
by the 
wounded and dead bodies of the 
victims. 
The bodies of several 
Neapolitan ladies have been recov­ 
ered from the ruins. 
Five houses 
remain standing at Casamicciola. 
Cries for help can be heard coming 
from the ruins. 
Sappers are hard 
at work to rescue persons still alive 
Boats from the island filled with 
dead bodies 
are arriving here. 
Many 
women 
and children are 
among the 
victims. 
At Ischia 
fifty wooden huts will he built at 
once for the accommodation of the 
survivors. 
The municipal author­ 
ities of Naples arc sending relief to 
the island and doing all in their 
power to alleviate the distress of 
the people. 
Most of the corpses 
recovered are so discolored by dirt 
that even after they were washed 
the features were unrecognizable. 
All members of the police force at 
Casamicciola were killed. 
A boat 
has arrived at Naples containing 
the bodies of 24 infants. 
But few 
persons were taken from the ruins 
alive. 
Last evening evening 800 
more troops went to the scene of 
the diaster.

The Annual Report of the Surgeon in 
Chief, I)r. I). P . Bigger. 
The annual report from the general 
hospital of the Northern Pacific Bene­ 
ficial Association, by the surgeon in 
charge, Dr. I). P. Bigger, has been made, 
and covers in this instance the eight 
months ending June 30, 1883. The re­ 
port makes a remarkably good showing 
of the efficiency of the service, and the 
reader can only wonder that notwith­ 
standing the serious disadvantages that 
Dr. Bigger and his assistants have con­ 
tended with, there is such a wonderfully 
small number of deaths. 
During a por­ 
tion of the time there were reasonably 
good accommodations at the old hospital, 
but that building was consumed by fire 
in mid-winter, and since then the com­ 
fort of the patients has only been secured 
by the close attention given and interest 
taken by those in charge. 
These disad­ 
vantages are not to be permanent, how­ 
ever, as the construction of the new 
hospital is now being hurried along by a 
a large force of workmen, and when 
completed it will he ail that could he de­ 
sired. 
The number of patients admitted 
during the eight months ending June 
80th was 052, of whom 284 required sur­ 
gical treatment and 008 were sick. 
Of 
this number, 207 were “ hospital” pa­ 
tients, 
80 out door patients, and 050 
office patients. 
The number of sick who 
call at the office for medical treatin' nt 
appears very large, 
showing that the 
members of the association freely make 
use of the opportunity to be treated for 
even a slight ailment. 
The total number 
discharged cured is 870, of which num­ 
ber 257 are from the surgical department 
and 013 were sick. Tin 
number dis­ 
charged improved is 18 and the number 
who died i- 12. 
Six died in the -urgical 
department and six died of sickness.— 
The youngest patient receiving treat­ 
ment was sixteen years <>f age and the eld­ 
est was seventy-one. 
The nativity sum­ 
mary, not including office patients, is as 
follows: 
Americans 125, Irish34, Swedes 
33, Finlanders 23, Germans 22, Cana­ 
dians 17, English 15, Norwegians 13, 
Scotch 8, Danes 5, French 1. 
Dr. Bigger has two assistant surgeons 
in hi* office. Dr. W erner 11 cm*lead and 
Dr. C. IL Haupt, both of whom are 
spoken of as being thoroughly efficient 
and competent. 
Dr. Hemstead was with 
l)r. Bigger as assistant surgeon iu a rail­ 
road hospital at Omaha, Nebraska, before 
coming here, and has had considerable 
experience in that line of work. 
Dr. Haupt came here from San Fran­ 
cisco, where he practiced medicine and 
surgery a number of years, and is a man 
large experience.--Journal.
